During the quarter ended 3lst March last, there were registered 
in the 802 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,888 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 22:8 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population—and 21,911 deaths, representing an annual rate of 19-3 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 4,275 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 298 in the population would, therefore, appear to have 
taken place during the quarter. The population, estimated to the 
middle of this year is 4,555,516.* 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 29°6 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 18-9 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 1-1 under the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-98, and also 1-1 
under the rate for the first quarter of 1898. The deaths are below those 
registered in the corresponding quarter of 1898 by 2,586 ; the death- 
rate is 2°3 under the rate for that quarter, and 2°8 under the average 
for the first quarter of the ten years 1889~98. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1898, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a 
decrease of 92 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on Satur- 
days during the quarter, and a decrease of 9,467, or 14°0 per cent., in 
the average number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years 
1889-98 the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 1,175,

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aud the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease of 3,660, the 
total under both heads being 2°3 per cent. below the average for the 
first quarter of the ten years, The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 1°9 per cent. 
The annual marriage-rate (4°5 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the fourth quarter of 1898 is 0-2 over 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years.

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,156) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1898 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4°5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being equal to the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1897, but 0:2 over the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1888-97. The total number of marriages registered during the year was 
22,576, or 5:0 per 1,000 of the population, being 0°3 over the average 
rate for the preceding ten years ; 15,562 were registered under the pro- 
visions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 7,014 under the 7 and 8 
Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to 4°6 per 1,000 of the 
estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 
6:3 per 1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. Com- 
pared with the corresponding averages for the previous ten years the rate 
under each heading shows an increase of 0°3. Of the 22,576 marriages 
registered last year, 7,191 were registered in the first quarter, 5,080 in 
the second, 5,149 in the third, and 5,156 in the fourth.

BIRTHS. 
The number of births registered during the quarter 


ended 31st 
March last was 25,888—13,287 boys and 12,601 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 43°8, or 22°8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the last ten years was 27,662, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 23:9 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population 
of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 22:2 per l,000 of the population, according to the Census of 
1891; Munster, 20:0; Ulster, 23:8; and Connaught, 20°8. 

The highest county birth-rate* is 30°8 for Antrim, and the lowest 
15:8 for Queen’s County. Of the intermediate rates the highest five 
are—Dublin, 29°3; Down, 28; Mayo, 23:1; Londonderry, 22:0; 
and Galway, 21:9; and the lowest five are—Monaghan, 16°3 ; Long- 
ford, 16:6 ; Roscommon, 16°6 ; Tyrone, 17:1; Meath, 17°1. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
3lst March last was 21,911—10,743 males and 11,168 females— 
affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 51-7, or 19°3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1889-98 was 22:1 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 20:4 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 17:2; in Ulster, 20°35 
and in Connaught, 14:5.

Ages.—Of the 21,911 deaths registered last quarter, 2,703, or 12:3 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 9,483, or 43°3 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 104-4 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 12:9 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 11-9 per cent.; in Ulster, 12°8 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
10-1 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 40-1 per cent. ; in 
Munster to 43°8 per cent.; in Ulster to 42-4 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 52-3 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


The general death-rate for Ireland last quarter, as has been already 
observed, is considerably below the average for the corresponding quarter 
of the last ten years, and the rate represented by the deaths from the 
principal zymotic diseases,t is also under the average. Measies was . 
prevalent in Belfast and Waterford, and whooping-cough in Dublin and | 
Belfast, and there were numerous cases of one or other of these diséases 
in many of the smaller districts, while there was a widespread preva- 
lence of influenza.

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Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered is 1,017, equivalent to an annual rate of 0-9 per 
1,000 living, being 0-2 under the rate for the preceding three months, 
also 0°2 under that for the first quarter of i898, and 0°3 below the 
average rate for the first quarter of the ten years 1889-98, 


Small-pox.—For the sixth quarterly period in succession no deaths 
from small-pox have been registered: the Registrar of Monaghan 
_ District states in his note for last quarter that one case of the disease 
occurred but that the patient was quite convalescent at the close of the 
quarter. 


Measles.—The number of deaths from measles registered during last 
quarter is 195, being 115 over the number for the preceding three 
months, but 69 below the average for the first quarter of the five years 
1894-98. The Unions or Superintendent Registrars’ Districts in which 
10 or more deaths from measles were registered are Belfast, 52 
deaths ; Kanturk, 10; Tralee, 11, and Waterford, 35, the deaths 
from-the disease in the last-named Union being equal to an annual 
rate of 2°8 per 1,000 of the population at all ages. Of the remaining 
deaths, 6 occurred in Carrick-on-Suir Union, 5 in Dundalk, 5 in Dun- 
garvan, 6 in Lurgan, 9 in. Newcastle, 7 in Newtownstewart District, 
(Strabane Union), and 7 in Achill District (Westport Union). Nine of 
the 10 fatal cases in Kanturk Union occurred in Boherboy District 
being equal to an annual rate of 6-0 per 1,000; the 7 in Newtown- 
stewart District (Strabane Union) are equal to an annual rate of 4:2 ; 
and the 7 in Acliill District (Westport Union) are equal to 4°8 per 1,000 
of the population. The numbers for the four provinces are—Leinster, 7 ; 
Munster, 96 ; Ulster, 81 ; and Connaught, 11. 


Scarlatina.—The deaths (59), from scarlatina are 19 under the 
number for the preceding three months, and 86 below the average for 
the first quarter of the five years 1894-8, In the Dublin Regis- 
tration area 15 deaths from scarlatina were registered. The total 
number for Leinster is 23; for Munster,8; for Ulster, 25 ; and for 
Connaught, 3, 


Typhus.—Only 32 deaths from typhus were registered during the 
quarter. This number .is 11 under that for the preceding three 
months, and 19 below the average for the first quarter of the five years 
1894-8. ‘The 32 deaths were scattered over 22 Unions. ‘There were 
6 deaths in Leinster ; the number for Munster is 12 (including 4 in 
Cork Union); for Ulster 4, of which 3 were in Newry Union ; and for 
Connaught 10, including 3 in Brideswell District, Athlone Union. 


Whooping-cough.—The number of deaths from whooping-cough is 
exactly the same as that for the fourth quarter of 1898, namely, 273, 
or 115 under the average for the first quarter of the five years 
1894-8. In the Union of Belfast the disease caused 68 deaths ; in 
Dublin, North 21; in Dublin, Sonth, 33; and 5 or more deaths from 
whooping-cough were registered in each of 12 of the 159 Unions, 
the deaths in those 12 Unions constituting 74 per cent. of all the deaths 
from this cause. The deaths from whooping-cough in Dingle Union in 
the preceding three months amounted to 26 (equal to an annual rate 
ot 5°5 per 1,000 of the population) ; the number fell last quarter to 14 
(or 2-9 per 1,000). In Mcuntmellick Union the rate for last quarter was

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1°8 per 1,000 ; in Thomastown, 1:6; and in Wexford, 1:0. Of the 14 
fatal cases in Mountmellick Union, 13 occurred in Maryborough District, 
being equal to an annual rate of 87 per 1,000; of the 9 deaths in 
Wexford Union 6, or 6°9 per 1,000, were in Taghmon and Glynn 
District ; the 6 deaths in Carrigaholt District, Kilrush Union, afford 
a rate of 5°7 per 1,000; and the 9 deaths in Ventry District, Dingle 
Union, give a rate of 6:7 per 1,000 of the population. The total nnmber 
for the province of Leinster is 105 ; for Munster, 71; for Ulster, 90 ; 
and for Connaught, 7 only. 


Diphtheria.—The average number of deaths from diphtheria for the 
first quarter of the five years 1894-8 was 102; the number for last 
quarter is 100, of which 35 occurred in the province of Leinster, 9 in 
Munster, 52 in Ulster, and 4 in Connaught. Jn the Union of Belfast 
there were 27 deaths, in Ballymena 5,in Dublin, North, 5 ; in Dublin, 
South, 8 ; in Naas, 6 ; but in none of the other Unions did the number 
reach 5, and there are 123 Unions in which no deaths from this disease 
were recorded. 


Simple continued and Iill-defined Fever.—Only 23 deaths were 
returned under this heading, viz. :—-4 in Leinster, 6 in Munster, 10 in 
Ulster, and 3 in Connaught. Six of the 10 deaths in Ulster occurred 
in Swanlinbar District, Bawnboy Union. 


Enteric Fever.— lhe number of deaths frora enteric fever registered 
is 167 or 25 under the average for the corresponding quarter of the last 
five years, and showing a considerable decline as compared with the 
several quarters of 1898. The 167 deaths were distributed as follows :— ~ 
Tn Leinster, 52 ; in Munster, 37 ; in Ulster, 72; and in Connaught, 6. 
Nearly one half of the total mortality from this cause occurred in the 
Dublin Registration Area and in the City of Belfast, the number of 
deaths in the former being 37, and in the latter 43. In the remainder 
of the country there are only 3 Unions in which 5 or more deaths from 
enteric fever were registered, viz.:—5 in Ballymena Union, & in Cork, 
and 6 in Newcastle. 


Diarrhoea.—The number of deaths from diarrhea is 165, being 13 
under the average for the first quarter of the five years 1894-8. The 
total deaths for each province are—Leinster, 45 ; Munster, 49; Ulster, 
66, and Connaught, 5. 


Simple Cholera.—Three deaths—-2 in Leinster and one in Con- 
naught—were ascribed to this disease. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Small-pox in one district, Chicken-pox in two districts, measles 
in 50, scarlatina in 24, whodping-cough in 44, diphtheria in 12, fever in 
23, (typhus 5, simple continued 1, and enteric 17), influenza in 113, and 
mumps in 10, 


Inquests.—There were 776 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 28 of the total deaths 
registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 27 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 29, in Ulster 1 to 25, and in Connaught 1 to 62. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 21,911 deaths registered 
3,847, or 17°6 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 25-4, in. Munster 21:7, in Ulster 11-7, and in 
Oonnaught 9°9. |

Vaccination, Emigration, Prices, and Pauperism. a) 


VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
first quarter of the year 1899, there were 14,641 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 4,475 cases the operation was postponed, and 13 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,561 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 20,690 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained, 


EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the quarter 
ended 31st Marchi last, was 4,275 (2,463 males and 1,812 females), 
being 343 more than in the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
year, but 1,875 under the average number for the first quarter 
of the ten years 1889-98.

PRICES AND PAUPERISM. 


The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 5id., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the first 
quarter of 1898 the average price was 6}d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1889 it was 63d. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 13s. 9d. per cwt., being ls. 6d. under the average for the 
corresponding quarter of 1898. In the first quarter of 1859 the 
average price was 13s. 6d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 2s. 3d. to 2s. 10d. In the first quarter of 1898 
the average prices were 3s. 9d. to 5s. 5d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1889 they were 2s, 10d. to 3s. 6d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 48s. to 56s. 6d. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1898 the average prices were from 44s, to 54s. and in the 
first quarter of 1889 they were from 49s. 6d. to 60s. 6d. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin during the quarter was 20s. per ton. 

The highest price of 22 per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £1112, and the lowest £110. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of 
Ireland, which had been raised to 44 per cent. on 13th October, 1898, 
was reduced to 4 per cent. on 19th January. 

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays.during the first quarter of 1899 was 46,447, or 92 under 
the average for the corresponding period in 1898.

THE WEATHER. 


The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phceenix Park, 
Dublin, during the first quarter of the years 1894-99, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(See Table on page 14) :—- 

The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1899 
was 29-857 inches, against an average of 29-933 inches for the corre- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1894-8; the highest reading (30°698

inches) was on the Ist March, at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. ; and the lowest 
(28-782 inches) on the 13th February, at 9 a.m., wind 8.S.W. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 42:0°, or 0:9° 
over the average for the first quarter of the five years 1894-98. The 
maximum temperature was 62°2°, and the minimum 20-8°. The 
maximum heat in sun was 116:7°. 


Rain or snow fell on 54 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 4°885 inclies, being 1:789 inches under the average for the 
first quarter of the five years 1894-98. The greatest monthly rainfall 
was in January, when 2:560 inches were registered. 


The wind blew on 21 days from 8.W., on 19 days from W., on 11 
days from §., on 9 days from E., on 6 days from N., on 5 days from 
S.E., on 3 days from N.W., on 2 days from N.E., and the air was calm 
on 14 days at 9 A.M. 


January.—The mean height of the barometer during this month 
was 29°738 inches; the highest reading (30°683 inches) was on the 
26th, at 9 a.m., wind 8.E.; and the lowest (28°846 inches) on the Ist, 
at 9 p.m, wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 40°9°, 
the maximum registered was 54°79, and the minimum 22:1°. The 
4th was the warmest day, and the 24th the coldest night. The 
mean of the dry bulb was 40°5°, and of the wet bulb 38°7°.. The maxi- 
mum heat in sun was 91:2°, and the minimum on the grass 16°8°. The 
minimum on the grass was below 32° on 17 nights. ‘The total amount 
of sunshine recorded was 66°3 hours, the greatest daily amount heing 
6:9 hours on the 26th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum ‘1, 
and the mean 8. Rain or snow fell on 24 days. The rain-fall measured 
2-560 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was °430 inch, on the 6th. 


February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-768 inches ; the highest reading (30°649 inches) was on the 28th, at 
9 p.m., wind W.S.W. ; and the lowest (28°782 inches) on the 13th, at 
9 a.M., wind S.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 41°7°, the 
maximum registered was 55:3°, and the minimum 21°3°. The 9th was 
the warmest day, and the 27th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 41°4°, and of the wet bulb 39°5°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 105°7°, and the minimum on the grass 15°8°, The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 18 nights. The total amount of 
sunshine recorded was 84:4 hours, the greatest daily amount being 9°6 
hours on the 28th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum ‘1, 
and the mean ‘8. Rain or snow fell on 15 days. The rain-fall 
measured 1405 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was °445 
inch on the 20th. 


March.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30:066 inches; the highest reading (30°698 inches) was on the Ist 
at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. ; and the lowest (29-006 inches) on the 8th, at 
9 p.m., wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the’air was 43°3°, the 
maximum registered was 62°2°, and the minimum 20°8°. The 17th 
was the warmest day, and the 5th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the 
dry bulb was 42°3°, and of the wet bulb 40-0°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 116-7°, and the minimum on the grass 15°1°.. The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 18 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 160°5 hours, the greatest daily amount being 10°5 hours 
on the 23rd. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum ‘1, and the 
mean ‘7. Rain or snow fell on 15 days. The rain-fall measured *920 
inch ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘250 inch on the 20th.

SrRABANE; Raphoe.—No__ infectious 
dseases with the exception of influenza 
which was very severe. 
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Down County. 


BANBRIDGE; Loughbrickland. — There 
was one death from scarlatina. In one part 
of the district there has been an epidemic of 
measles, which is not yet over, and there 
has been a mild epidemic of influenza. 


Downpatrick; Ballynahinch.—In one 
part of the district there was an outbreak of 
scarlatina, mostly of a mild type, which has 
now passed away. 


DowNPATRICK ; Clough.—Influenza pre- 
valent. 


Downrarrick; Downpatrick, W.— 
Eight deaths attributed to influenza, and 
one death to dysentery (Asylum). 


Downpatrick; Killough. — Influenza 
appeared early in March, and is still in- 
creasing. 


Downpatrick; Killyleagh. —I have 
seen three cases of typhoid fever in the 
same family. All made a good recovery. 
I have tried to discover the cause, but 
hitherto I have not been successful. In- 
fluenza has paid this district its annual 
visit, but ina very mild form. 


KILKEEL; Rosstrevor. — Four deaths 
were due to tuberculosis, One death was 
caused by double pneumonia and measles. 
The lung was crepitating for five days 
before the rash appeared. The rash was of 
a purple colour, 


LisBuRN ; Lisburn, part of.—See note 
under head of Antrim County. 


LisBuRN ; Saintfield.A few mild cases 
of influenza have been noted. 


Lurean; Lurgan, No. 1, part of.—See 
note under head of Armagh County. 


LurGan; Moira.—An epidemic of 
measles has broken out, and stopped vac- 
cination. Influenza has just made its ap- 
pearance. ‘T'wo deaths are registered at 93 
and 98 years, respectively. 


Newry; Newry, No. 2.—The health of 
the district during the past quarter has been 
satisfactory, but for the presence of in- 
fluenza in a mild form during the month of 
March. 


Newry; Rathfryland. — Measles and 
scarlatina ofa mild type have existed. One 
death from measles. Vaccination not 
pushed on account of scarlatina. 

NEwTownarps; Bangor.—One death 
attributed to suppressed scarlatina. One 
death registered of a female whose uge was 
stated te have been 101 years. 


NEWTOWNARDS ; Comber.—One death of 
a person aged 93 years has been registered. 


NEWTOWNARDS; Greyabbey.—Of the 34 
deaths recorded, 21 over-60 years, and 8 of 
these over 80 years, one attaining the ripe 
age of 93 years, Influenza very prevalent 
during the quarter, and several deaths re- 
gistered as due to this cause. No epidemic 
now present, and general health ef district 
good.

BAuLysuAnnon; Belleck.—Of the 20 
deaths registered, the combined ages of 18 
of them amounted to 1,384 years, being an 
average of 77 years each. 


ENNISKILLEN; Florencecourt,—Whoop- 
ing-cough, influenza, and pneumonia haye 
been very prevalent. 


ENNISKILLEN ; Holywell, part of.—See 
note under head of Cavan County. 


LisnaskEA; Derrylin.—Influenza is pre- 
valent, and many severe cases have oc- 
curred. There have been whooping-cough 
and mumps during the quarter. 


LisNASKEA ; Lisnaskea, W.—I consider 
the small number of children vaccinated was 
owing to influenza being prevalent. 


Londonderry County. 


COLERAINE ; Garvagh. —One death from 
diphtheria, and a second case in the same 
family recovered. Disease not spreading. 
Mild scarlatina affected a good number in 
another part of district, but has not become 
general. A good number of children ill at 
present with influenza, and severe chest 
complications. Vaccination postponed on 
account of all these things combined, 


Limavapy; Bellarena.—Influenza has 
been epidemic throughout the entire dis- 
trict during the last half of the quarter, 
visiting almost every house. One death has 
been registered from it. 


LimAvaDy ; Dungiven.--The prevalence 
of influenza continued during the quarter, 
but is subsiding, and greatly influenced 
vaccination, some cases being postponed, 
others did not present themselves.

LONDONDERRY; Claudy.—One death, a

LONDONDERRY; Eglinton. -- There has 
been an epidemic of influenza, almost every 
inhabitant affected. Vaccination postponed

LONDONDERRY; Glendermot, W.— In 
spite of severe weather, the number of 
deaths is below the average, very nearly 
half having taken place at over $0 years of 
age, 14 between 60 and 70, 3 between 70 
and 80, 2 between 80 and 90, 1 between 90 
and 100, and 1 well-authenticated case at 
104, 


LonponpErry ; Kilderry, part of-—See 
note under head of Donegal County. 


MAGHERAFELT; Moneymore.—Deaths in 
excess of the births, owing to chest 
affections mainly. Some cases of influenza, 
which was prevalent during past two 
months. Also a few very mild cases of 
scarlatina, which are all convalescing, and 
are being isolated as much as possible. The 
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death from. diphtheria took place in 
November ; there was only one case in the 
family, The death from scarlatina oc- 
curred in an outlying part of the district, 
- and the disease seems to have disappeared 
from that locality.

fluenza prevalent, but of a mild type. No

Four deaths from influenza were registered, 
and a large number of persons suffered 
from this disease, Of the number of deaths 
above 60 years, 8 had reached the age of 
80 or upwards, 


CooTEHILL; Drum, part of.—See note 
under head of Cavan County. 


DunpDALK; Louth, part of.—See note 
under head of Louth County. 


MonaGHan; Castleshane.—Slight epi- 
demic of influenza, 


MonaGHan; Glaslough.—One case of 
typhoid fever imported from Belfast, no 
extension. 


Monacuan; Monaghan, W.—Several 
cases of diphtheritic sore throats and 
scarlatina occurred amongst the children in 
the infant department of the Model School, 
which necessitated its being again closed. 
The sewers of this institution were in a 
filthy state, and had to be overhauled some 
months ago, and it is surmised that with 
continuous rains the clay, which had become 
impregnated with germs of disease, hada 
caused the epidemic, which however had no 
fatal results. One case of smallpox oc- 
curred in one of the Convent Schools, and 
the patient is now quite convalescent. The 
schools were closed for a short time, and the 
children re-vaccinated. The sanitary con— 
ditions of the district generally have been 
satisfactory, and the Urban Council are 
taking active steps to have the town better 
attended to in this respect.

Cooxstown ; Stewartstown.—Influenza 
very prevalent, Three families have 
searlatina, There is one death, which is not 
registered yet. 
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OmacH; Drumquin.—There have been a 
good many mild cases of influenza. Wo 
fatal cases however. 


OmaGH; Fintona.—With the exception 
of measles, the district is free from epidemic 
disease. 


OmaGH; Gortin.—There were a good 
many cases of measles, and there were also 
a few cases of scarlatina, all of which, how- 
ever, with the exception of one, were of a 
very mild nature.

" During the quarter ended 30th June, last, there were registered 
in the 829 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 27,499 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 24:3 in every | ,000 of the estimated 
population—and 20,912 deaths, representing an annual rate of 18:5 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 19,671 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 13,084 in the population would, therefore, appear to have 
taken place during the quarter. The population, estimated to the 
middle of this year is 4,551,051.* 
In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 30°2 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 16°6 per 1,000. 
The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is equal to the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-98, and 0-1 
under the rate for the second quarter of 1898.

Nore.—A large number of alterations in the Boundaries of Dispen- 
sary Districts, Poor Law Unions and Counties have recently been made 
by the Local Government Board for Ireland under the provisions of the 
Poor Relief (Ireland) Acts, 1838 to 1898, and the Local Government 
(Lreland) Act, 1898, with the object, amongst others, of facilitating Local 
Sanitary Arrangements and abolishing, as far as practicable, overlapping 
of Boundaries.

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The highest county birth-rate* is 31-8 for Antrim, and the lowest 
17-6 for Roscommon and Sligo. Of the intermediate rates the highest 
five are—Dublin, 30:7; Down, 30:5; Londonderry, 24:6 ; Armagh, 
23°9; and Carlow, 23:7; and the lowest five are—Leitrim, 17:9; 
Fermanagh, 18-4 ; Mayo, 18:5 ; King’s, 18-8 ; and Tyrone, 18:9. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
30th June last was 20,912—10,580 males and 10,332 females-— 
affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 54:2, or 18°5 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1889-98 was 18-6 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 19-2 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 16‘7; in Ulster, 19-1; 
and in Connaught, 14:1. 

The county death-rates* range from 12-6 in Mayo to 24:8 in Dublin. 
Between these rates the lowest five are—Leitrim, 12‘9 ; Cavan, 14:1 ; 
King’s, 14:3 ; Roscommon, 14:3; and Donegal, 14-6 ; and the highest 
five are—Antrim, 23-4 ; Waterford, 20°6 ; Down, 20:3 ; Carlow, 19-9 ; 
and Armagh, 19-7,

Ages.—Of the 20,912 deaths registered last quarter, 2,624, or 12°5 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old 3 and 8,647, or 41:3 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 95-4 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 13-4 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 12-4 per cent. ; in Ulster, 12-8 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
10-2 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 38°6 per cent.; in 
Munster !o 42-5 per cent.; in Ulster to 39-9 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 49°8 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

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HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


The death-rate in Ireland for last quarter compares favourably 
with that for the corresponding quarter of last year, and as already 
pointed out, is slightly under the average of the second quarter of 
the ten years, 1889-98. Measles was very prevalent in a large 

number of districts, especially in the province of Munster, and proved 
exceptionally fatal in a few localities ;in several districts, also, the 
mortality from whooping-cough was comparatively heavy, but the deaths 
in the whole of the country from the principal zymotic diseases,* taken 
collectively were below the average for the June quarter, and the annual 

_ rate represented by them is only 0-9 per 1,000 living, 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered is 1,031, equivalent to an annual rate of 0-9 per 
1,000 living, being equal to the rate for the preceding three months, 

O'l under that for the second quarter of 1898, and also 0-1 below the 
average rate for the second quarter of the ten years 1889-98. 


Smail-pox.—No deaths from small-pox have been registered in 
Ireland since the third quarter of the year 1897, and the only case of 
the disease reported in the Registrars’ Notes since that time is one 

which occurred in the first quarter of this year. 


Measles.— Deaths from measles, which had risen from 80 for the 
fourth quarter of last year, to 195 for the followi ng three months, further 
rose last quarter to 294, being 85, or 41 per cent. in excess of the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the last five years. There are 18 
Unions or Superintendent Registrars’ Districts, in each of which there 
were Dor more deaths from this cause last quarter, and in these 18 
Unions 255 of the 294 deaths in the whole of Ireland occurred ; they 
include Belfast with 60 deaths ; Cork with 10 ; and the following, where 
the deaths from measles represented an aniua' death-rate of 1 or more 
per 1,000 of the population at all ages :—Abbeyleix (5 deaths), 1-0 per 
1,000 ; Kanturk (18 deaths), 2°8 per 1,000 ; Killarney (43 deaths), 4-2 
per 1,000 ; Listowel (13 deaths), 1:3 per 1,000; Mallow (6 deaths), 1:0 
per 1,000; Millstreet (10 deaths) 3°3 per 1,000; Tralee (23 deaths), 2°1 
per 1,000 ; and Waterford (23 deaths) 1-8 per 1,000. In some of the 
Registrars’ Districts comprised in the Unions here named the mortality 
from this cause was very heavy, notably in Boherboy District, Kanturk 
Union, Cullen District, Millstreet Union, and Coom, Killarney No. 1, 
and Killarney No. 2 Districts, Killarney Union. The total number of 
deaths from measles for the province of Leinster, is 39 ; for Munster, 
168 ; for Ulster, 84; and for Connaught, 3. 


Scarlatina.—There were only 37 deaths from scarlatina last quarter, 
viz, 13 in Leinster (including 9 in the Dublin Registration Area) ; 3 in 
Munster ; 18 in Ulster (of which 8 were in Belfast Union) ;and 3 in 
Connaught. The average number of deaths from scarlatina in the 
corresponding quarter of the last five years was 123, or more than treble 
the number for last quarter. 


Typhus.— The number of deaths from typhus registered is 36, being 
43 under the number for the corresponding quarter of 1898, aud 20 
below the average for the second quarter of the last five years. S1x of 
the 36 deaths occurred in Cork Union, and the remaining 30 were dis- 
tributed over 23 Unions. The respective numbers for the four provinces 
are—Leinster, 9; Munster, 7; Ulster, 2; and Connaught, 8.

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Whooping-cough.— Deaths from whooping-coigh, which in each of 
the two quarters preceding numbered 273, were last quarter 272 ; the 
number is 27 under the average for the second quarter of the last five 
years. In several Unions the disease proved very fatal last quarter ; thus 
in Baltinglass Union it caused 15 deaths-—equal to an annual rate of 3 
per 1,000 of the population-—in Belfast, 63 ; in Carlow, 22 (including 
13—equal to an annual rate of 9-1 per 1,000—in Tullow District, where 
there were also 6 deaths from measles); in Castlebar, 10, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 1-4 per 1,000; in Cork, 16 ; in Dublin North, 13 ; 
and in Dublin South, 34. The total number for the province of 
Leinster is 106 ; for Munster, 53; for Ulster, 89 ; and for Connaught, 24. 


Diphtheria caused 73 deaths, being 9 over the average for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the last five years, but 27 under the number for 
the first quarter of this year. In Ballymoney Union there were 9 
deaths from this cause {including 4—equal to an annual rate of 6-4 per 
1,000 of the population—in Portrush District) ; in Belfast Union, 11 ; 
in Dublin, North, 8; and in Kilkenny, 7, and in each of three other 
Unions there were 4, so that in the seven Unions here referred to 43 of 
the 73 deaths in the whole of Ireland occurred. The respective num- 
bers for the provinces are—Leinster, 32 ; Munster, 4 ; Ulster, 36 ; 
and Connaught, 1. 

Simple continued and Ill-defined Fever-— There were but 19 deaths 
returned under this heading, against an average of 41 for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the last five years :—5 occurred in Leinster, 6 in 
Munster, 4 in Ulster, and 4 in Connaught. 


Enteric Fever.—The number of deaths frora enteric fever is 157, 
being 96 under the number for the corresponding quarter of last year, 
and 22 below the average for the second quarter of the five years 
1894-8. In Belfast Union there were 45 deaths from this disease ; in 
Dublin, North, 14 ; in Dublin, South, 15; and in Ballymena, 5, the 
deaths in these four Unions thus constituting one half of the total 
number for Ireland. In 109 of the 159 Unions no deaths from enteric 
fever were recorded. The total number for Leinster is 39 ; for Munster, 
30 ; for Ulster, 77 ; and for Connaught, 11. 

Diarrhoea,— The mortality from diarrhea was below the average for 
the June quarter, the number of deaths being 141, or 49 under that 
for the second quarter of last: year, and 55, or 28 per cent., below the 
average of the second quarter of the five years 1894-8. Of the 141 
deaths 25 occurred in the province of Leinster, 35 in Munster, 78 in 
Ulster, and 8, only, in Connaught. . 

Simple Cholera.—Two deaths—one in Leinster and one in Ulster— 
were ascribed to this disease. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Chicken-pox in 3 districts, measles in 66, scarlatina in 13, 
whooping-cough in 34, diphtheria in 6, fever in 25, (typhus 10, simple 
continued 2, and enteric 13), influenza in 30, aud mumps in 3, 

Inquests._There were 633 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 33 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 30 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 33, in Ulster 1 to 30, and in Connaught 1 to 75. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. Of the 20,912 deaths registered, 
3,492, or 16:7 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 22:9, in Munster 20-4, in Ulster 11-3, and in 
Connaught 12:2.

Diseases :— 
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Vaccination, Emigration, Prices, and Pauperism. 


VACCINATION. 


According to the Keturns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
second quarter of the year 1899, there were 26,647 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 3,696 cases the operation was postponed, and 46 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,570 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 81,959 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. 


‘According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Treland during the quarter 
ended 30th June last, was 19,671 (8,909 males and 10,762 females), being 
5,732 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year, but 4,528 under 
the average number for the second quarter of the ten years 1889-98.

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PRICES AND PAUPERISM. 


The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 5d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the second 
quarter of last year the average price was 7d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1889 it was 63d. 

The average price of oatmeal (lst quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 13s. 9d. per ewt., being 2s. 3d. under the average for the 
corresponding quarter of last year. In the second quarter of 1859 the 
average price was 13s. 6d. per cwt. 

The average prices per ews. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 2s. 10d. to 4s. 8d. In the second quarter of last year 
the average prices were 3s. lld. to ds. 10d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1889 they were 2s. 5d. to 3s. 4d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from dls. 6d. to 60s. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1898 the average prices were from 45s. to 59s. and in the 
second quarter of 1889 they were from 50s. to 62s. 6d. 

‘he price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 20s. to 19s. per ton. 

The highest price of 2¢ per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £1103, and the lowest £1074, The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of 
Ireland, during the quarter was 4 per cent. to which it was reduced on 
19th January. 

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the second quarter of 1899 was 43,417, or 388 under 
the average for the corresponding period in 1898.

98 Prices of Provisions, and Pauperism. — 


The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 58,447, being 25,300 under the average for the second 
quarter of 1898. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the second quarter of 
1899, an average number of 1,503 in each week were located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals ; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1898 the average weekly number was 1,424.

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the second quarter of the years 1894-99, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(See Table on page 102) :—- 

The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1899 
was 29-974 inches, being ‘009 inch under the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1894-8 ; the highest reading (30°534

The wind blew on 20 days from W., on 15 days from E., on 13 
days from $.W., on 11 days from N.E., on 9 days from N.W., on 5 
days from N., on 4 days from S., and on 3 days from 8.E., and the 
air was calm on 11 days at 9 A.M.

The total 
amount of sunshine recorded was 156°6 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 12:1 hours on the 22nd. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the 
minimum ‘2, and the mean ‘8. Rain or snow fell on 23. days. The 
rainfall measured 2°020 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 


‘305 inch, on the 14th. 


May.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30-021 inches; the highest reading (30°534 inches) was on the 28th, at 
9 a.w., wind N.W.; and the lowest (29°372 inches) on the 15th, at 
9 p.m., wind N.W. The mean temperature of the air was 481°, the 
maximum registered was 68:2°, and the minimum 31:1°. The 31st was 
the warmest day, and the 6th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 48°6°, and of the wet bulb 45-6°. The maximum heat in 
sun was 122:9°, and the minimum on the grass 26°89, The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 10 nights. The total amount of 
sunshine recorded was 227°2 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14:9 
hours on the 31st. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum ‘2, 
and the mean ‘6. Rain or snow fell on 16 days. The rain-fall 
measured 2°140 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 325 
inch on the 17th. 


June.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30-088 inches; the highest reading (30°479 inches) was on the 8th 
at 9 p.M., air calm; and the lowest (29-414 inches) on the 20th, at 
9 «.M., wind N. The mean temperature of the air was 57°6°, the 
maximum registered was 74:7°, and the minimum 37-6°. The llth 
was the warmest day, and the 19th the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 58:1°, and of the wet bulb 549°, The maximum heat 
in sun was 131-6°, and the minimum on the grass 309°. The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on one night. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 249-0 hours, the greatest daily amount being 15°1 hours 
on the 11th. The maximum ozone was °8, the minimum ‘l, and the 
mean ‘4, Rain fell on 9 days. The rain-fall measured 1°585 inch; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘765 inch on the 20th.

— Measles 
of a mild form prevalent in the Ballyoskill 
Division of the Ballyragget Dispensary 
District. One case in the town of Bally- 
ragget. Vaccination cases postponed, 
owing to outbreak of measles. Of the 10 
deaths registered, one was registered at 100 
years, and 4 at 90.

Recently 
two children in a family took diphtheria, 
one died from diphtheritic laryngitis ; with 
these exceptiors the district has been free 
from zymotic disease. 


ARMAGH ; Markethill. — Scarlet fever 
(scarlatina) was prevalent during the 
previous quarter, but has quite gone. 


Pneumonia was very prevalent during the 
past two months. I registered the deaths 
of six persons aged 80 years and upwards, 
and one aged 104 years. 


Newry ; Forkiil.—There has leen an 
epidemic of measles for the past month 
(June). 


Cavan County, 


Bawnsoy ; Swanlinbar.—There has been 
no epidemic, except three cases of typhoid 
fever, which occurred in the same house 
and did not spread to any neighbouring 
houses. E 


Cavan; Killeshandra.—Influenza with 
pueumonia prevailed during the quarter. 
Several deaths were registered from it with 
pneumonia, 


ENNISKILLEN; Holywell, No. 2.— 
Whooping-cough and influenza were pre- 
valent in this district during the past 
quarter. The scarcity of drinking water 
was severely felt in the village of Blacklion 
during the recent drought 
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Donegal County.

Guenties; Dunglow, No. 1.—-The dis- 
trict is remarkably healthy for a long time 
past, and the sanitary arrangements are 
becoming gradually more perfect. 


GuentiEs; Dunglow, No. 2.—Influenza 
was the only disease prevalent during the 
quarter ; very few cases were fatal. 


Gurenties: Killybegs——At the present 
time when the question of tuberculosis is. 
being so much discussed, and the mode of _ 
dealing with it, I consider it worthy of 
notice to mention the case of three brothers 
whose deaths from pulmonary phthisis I 
have registered within five months, as 
showing the infectious nature of that 
disease. Prior to the illness of the first 
these were three strong fishermen, in the 
best of health. One of them caught cold 
while fishing, soon hemoptysis set in, which 
compelled him to take his bed, where he 
lingered about a year, and as the others had 
to occupy the same apartment, and some- 
times the same bed (their house being very 
small) caught the disease, which, after 
weary months of suffering, ended in death, 
which was a relief to their emaciated fcrms. 
Of the 13 deaths registered for the quarter 
just ended four are over 90 years of age, two. 
over 80, and one 70. 


INISHOWEN ; Buncrana.—District very 
healthy. Of deaths registered four were over 
80, and four 70 years of age. 


INtsHOWEN ; Moville.--Influenza has been 
prevalent during the quarter. Whooping- 
cough in one part of district. One death 
has been registered at 101 years. He 
nloughed the ground for crops where the 
town of Moville is at present built. 


LuTTERKENNY ; Church Hill—Of the 
deaths registered one was 93, one 91, and 
five from 80 to 84 years. 


Down County. 


BanprivGE; Ballyward.—-Sanitary state: 
of the district fairly good. Some cases of 
measles. 


BANBRIDGE; Dromore.—The district is: 
particularly healthy. The public health 
good, and vaccination well attended to. 


BANBRIDGE; Loughbrickland.— Measles 
and influenza were rather prevalent in the 
district, especially in earlier part of quarter. 
One death was registered at the age of 100 
years. 

Downpatrick ; Ballynahinch.—The dis- 
trict is at present fairly healthy ; we have 
had recently an exceptionally prevalent 
epidemic of measles, but of a mild type, and 
without a single case of mortality, The 
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death list for the quarter comprises one 92, | 


one 88, one 86, and three others over 80, 
and ten considerably over 70 years. 


Downrarrick; Downpatrick, W.— 
-Two deaths during quarter attributed to 
influenza, 


Downpatrick ; Killyleagh. — There has 
been an epidemic of whooping-cough ina 
part of this district. No fatal case up to 
the present date, but vaccination postponed 
in some cases in consequence. I have re- 
gistered one death at 98, one at 96, one at 
87, two at 84, and one at 83 years during 
the past quarter. 


KILKEEL ; Kilkeel, No. 2, W.—One case 
of death registered at 104 years. 


LurGan ; Moira. — Vaccination comes 
out very badly this quarter on account of 
the measles epidemic and a scare of scarla- 
tina, which however never assumed an 
epidemic form. 


Newry; fathfryland. — Measles _pre- 
vailea during quarter: now decreasing. 


NeEwtTownarps ; Comber.—Consumptive 
diseases have greatly diminished during the 
past few years, only three having been re- 
gistered during the past six months, op- 
posite fourteen registered during the same 
period in 1897, which in the town at least 
is partly due to the improved sanitary ar- 
rangements in the shape of sewers, &c., 
down which the sputa, &c., can be emptied 
without polluting the surrounding soil, and 
also partly to the better knowledge of its 
infectious nature, and the means to prevent 
it. I think I am safe in saying we have one 
of the best sewered towns in the kingdom. 
Of course our position in regard to water for 
flushing is one of greatest blessings, all the 
mains being flushed out three or four times 
every twenty-four hours automatically. 


NEwrowxarps ; Greyabbey. — Several 
(5) deaths registered as due to influenza, 
directly or indirectly. « No epidemic, but 
sporadic cases of influenza now and again 
throughout the district. One death at 
ninety years registered, - 


Fermanagh County. 


Crones, Ross/ea.—The death of a male 
aged 102 years was registered. 


EnntskitLen; /y,—Influenza preva- 
lent during the quarter, chest complications 
being frequent and severe. 


ENNISKILLEN; Florencecourt,—Whoop- 
ing-cough, influenza, and pneumonia pre— 
valent during quarter. A great number of 
deaths occurred in the old and debilitated. I 
have also noticed a great number of cases of 
diarrhea with yomiting attacking whole 
families, which lasted for three or four 
days, but with nodeaths.. The water which 
those people are in the habit of using is 
absolutely pure, coming through limestone 
rock, 
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ENNISKILLEN; Holywell, No. !.—Whoop- 
ing-cough was prevalent during the first 
and second months of the quarter. 


IrvinEsrown; Clonelly. — Of three 
deaths registered two were &5, the third 86 
years of age. 


LisNASKEA; Derrylin.—Severe influenza 
was prevalent all over the district through- 
out the quarter, 


Londonderry County. 


MAGHERAFELT ; Moneymore.——Sanitary 
arrangements are fairly good; of the two 
deaths registered from scarlatina, one 
belonged to last quarter. We were annoyed 
with a mild form of the disease during the 
first half of quarter, and we thought it had 
altogether disappeared, but a recrudescence 
took place about the middle of June in a 
private family, and proved fatal in an adult 
in an outlying part of the district. There 
were three orphan children boarded in the 
house, and one seemed to be desquamating. 
We got them removed to hospital. Disin- 
fectants were here freely used, and isola- 
tion practised, so I expect no further spread 
of the disease—cause unknown. District 
free from any infectious case at present. 


Monaghan County. 


Carrickmacross ; Carrickmacross, W. 
—One death from scarlet fever (scarlatina) 
occurred in fever hospital, which came 
from another district. Measles prevalent 
at present, bnt of an extremely mild type. 


CARRICKMACROsS; Dondghmoyne.—An 
epidemic of measles (mild type) ‘in one part 
of district. Death of an old woman 100 
vears of age registered. Ihave often spoken 
to this old lady, whose health was good up 
to a few weeks Lefore her death, and from 
her statements to me she must have been 
in her 105th year. 


CasTLEBLAYNEY ; PBallybay.- One mild 
case of scarlatina and several cases of mumps 
were attended during the quarter. “With 
these exceptions the district has been 
(so far as I am aware) free from zymotic 
disease. 

CASTLERLAYNEY; Castleblayney, W.— 
A noticeable improvement has taken place 
in the health of those labourers and their 
families who have obtained new cottages 
in this district, The alteration in their 
surroundings, especially with regard to 
sanitation, forms a special element in this 
desirable condition of affairs. 

Monacuan; Castleshune. — There has

Cookstown ; Slewartstown.—There has 
been an epidemic of influenza; a great 
number of infants were attacked. 


Duncannon ; Caledon and Ballymagran. 
—Health of the people generally good. 
One case of enteric fever in a family of four 
—boy removed to fever hospital. Sani- 
tary arrangements fairly satisfactory. 


IRVINESTOWN ; Trillick. — Two deaths 
were registered from typhoid fever, a third 
death from same disease not yet registered. 
One death from typhus fever not yet re- 
gistered. 


OmaGu ; Drumquin. — The sanitary ar- 
rangements are satisfactory ; there is a plen- 
tiful supply of good drinking water. 

STRABANE ; Dunnamanagh. -— Measles 
has been prevalent during the quarter, but 
has now almost disappeared.

GaLtway; QOranmore. — Of the persons 
whose deaths were registered during the

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OUGHTERARD ; Letlermore.-—In addition 
to the two deaths from typhus fever (re- 
gistered), there have been two others not 
yet registered, in which the medical prac- 
titioner.in attendance informs me the cause 
of death was typhus, There is presently 
no case of typhus fever in the district. 


Leitrim County. 


MANORHAMILTON ; Manorhamilton, W. 
—Whooping-cough has been very prevalent 
all over the district, consequently I have 
not vaccinated as many children as I should 
have. 


Mayo County. 


BALLINROBE ; Cong. — Whooping cough 
was prevalent during part of the quarter at 
one end of the district. 


BALLINROBE; Hollymount.--Whooping- 
cough and mumps were epidewic throughout 
the district. 

BELMULLET ; Binghamstown, W. — A 
slight epidemic of fever occurred at Fallmore 
and Termon in this district. 


Westrort; Achill. — Vaccination still 
defective, as children could not be presentgd 
for past six months, owing to measles. 


Roscommon County. 


CASTLEREAGH ; Castlereagh, W. — Of 
the thirty-one deaths registered, 7 were 
aged as follows:—Three aged 80 years 
each, and four aged 82, 84, 89 and 95 years 
respectively. 

Roscommon ; Zallyleague.—There were 
a good many cases of scarlet fever (scarla- 
tina), and two of typhus reported, but no 
deaths occurred from either. 


Roscommon ; Roscommon, W.—A num- 
ber of deaths in aged people was due to 
influenza, 

STROKESTOWN ; Strokestown,7.--Vacci- _ 
Ration uot attended to by parents, chief 
cause the heat of the weather; also pre- 
valence of influenza, of which I had a large 
number of cases. Three deaths from in- 
fluenza. 


Sligo County. 


Suico ; Ballymote—A few very mild 
cases of scarlatina (no deaths). Deaths of 
persons uged 62, 65, 69, 72, 78, 74, 82, 
86, 87 years (respectively) registered. 

Sutico; Carney, No. 1.--There were two 
cases of enteric fever. A number of children 
were unfit for vaccination, owing to bron- 
chial attacks. 


Siiao ; Collooney.—One case of enteric 
fever, which was sent to fever hospital. 

SuiiGo ; Riverstown.—The death of a 
man aged 106 years was registered. 
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‘General Register Office, Charlemont House, 
Dublin, 1st November, 1899. 


During the quarter ended 30th September, last, there were registered 
in the 829 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,764 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 22-7 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population—-and 17,635 deaths, representing an annual rate of 15-6 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 11,275 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 3,146 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in the 
population, which is estimated to have been 4,551,051 in the middle of 
this year.* : 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 29°2 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 19-4 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°3 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-98, but 0-3 
under the rate for the third quarter of 1898. The deaths are in excess of 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1898 by 413; the 
death-rate is 0-4 over the rate for that quarter, and 0:8 over the average 
for the third quarter of the ten years 1889-98. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1898, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a 
decrease of 751 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on Satur- 
days during the quarter, and a decrease of 3.740, or 6:2 per cent., in 
the average number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years 
1889-98 the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 1,243,

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and the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease of 1,082, the | 


total under both heads being 0:2 per cent. above the average for the 
third quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 20 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4°8 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the second quarter of 1899 is 0°5 over 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years.

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,433) registered in Ireland during the second quarter 
of 1899 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:8 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-3 over the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
last year, and 0:5 over the average rate for the second quarter of the ten 
years 1889-98, Of the total number of marriages 3,628 were registered 
under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,805 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual 
rate of 4:2 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and 
the latter affording a rate of 6:5 per 1,000 of the members of all other 
religious persuasions. Compared with the averages for the corresponding 
period of the jast ten years, the rate under the former heading 
shows an increase of 0°4, and that under the latter an increase of 0:5. It 
is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater 
portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic Marriages are 
celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the 
number in the first quarter is generally less than that for any of the 
other quarters of the year.

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BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
September last was 25,764—13,218 boys and 12,546 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 44-0, or 22-7 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the last ten years was 25,910, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 22:4 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population 
of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 22°4 per 1,000 of the population, according to the Census of 
1891; Munster, 20:4; Ulster, 24:0; and Connaught, 18-7. 

The highest county birth-rate* is 31-2 for Antrim, and the lowest 
15:8 for Longford, Of the intermediate rates the highest five are 
—Dublin, 2&°6; Down, 28°5; Londonderry, 21:8; Cork,.21°7 ; and 
Kerry, 21:4; and the lowest five are—Roscommon, 16-1 ; Leitrim, 
16:3 ; Queen’s, 16-9 ; Monaghan, 17°0 ; and Cavan, 17:2.

Ages.—Of the 17,635 deaths registered last quarter, 3,150, or 17-9 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 6,084, or 34:5 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 122:3 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 19-8 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 17-1 per cent.; in Ulster, 18-4 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
11:9 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 30-1 per cent.; in 
Munster to 36:8 per cent.; in Ulster to 33-8 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 44°7 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


The death-rate in Ireland last quarter, although not high, was some- 
what above the average for the September quarter. The increase is 
mainly due to an epidemic of measles in Dublin and a very excessive 
child mortality from diarrhea in that city. There were also some out- 
breaks of measles in a few smaller localities, and in many places the 
deaths from diarrhoea were much in excess of the usually high number 
for the September quarter. The mortality from enteric fever was 
slightly above the average, the disease causing many deaths in Dublin — 
: and Belfast, although the number in the latter city shows a large 
decline as compared with that for the corresponding quarter of last 
year. There were but few deaths from either scarlatina or typhus.

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Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered is 2,073, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-8 per 
1,000 living, being double the rate for the preceding three months, 
03 over that for the third quarter of 1898, and 0°5 over the average 
rate for the third quarter of the last ten years. 


Small-pox.— Two cases of small-pox occurred in one of the Bel- 
fast districts during last quarter, but no deaths from the disease have 
been registered in Ireland since the third quarter of the year 1897, and 
the only cases reported by any of the Registrars since that time are 
the two cases above referred to and one in the first quarter of this year. 


Measles proved very fatal in several localities during last quarter, 
with the result that the deaths from the disease, which had risen from 
80 for the fourth quarter of last year to 195 for the first and to 294 for 
the second quarter of this year, rose to 388, or more than fourfold the 
average number (85) for the corresponding quarter of the last five 
years. Of the 388 deaths nearly one-half (182) occurred in the City of 
Dublin, this mortality being equal to an annual rate of 3 per 1,000 of 
the population ; 24 in the City of Belfast ; 24 in Cork Union or Super- 
intendent Registrar’s District ; 18 (equal to an annual rate of 3:8 per 
1,000) in Dingle Union ; 20 (representing an annual rate of 2 per 
1,000) in Killarney Union, where during the June quarter there were 
| 48 fatal cases ; 13 (equal to an annual rate of 7-9 per 1,000) in Kil- 
finnane District, Kilmallock Union; 12 in Londonderry Union ; 8 
| (equal to an annual rate of 1 per 1,000) in Mountmellick Union ; and 
| 10 iu Newry Union. The total number for the 10 Unions into which 
| the localities here named extend is 320 ; the remaining 68 deaths were 
| distributed over 30 Unions, and in 119 Unions no fatal cases of measles 
| were recorded. The total number for the province of Leinster is 205 ; 
for Munster, 115; for Ulster, 64; and for Connaught, 4. 


| searlatina.—Six deaths from scarlatina were registered in Belfast 
| Union and 7 in Dublin South Union; the highest number for any 
_ other Union is 3, and the total number for Ireland is 36 only, or less 
| than one-third of the average number for the third quarter of the last 
five years. The distribution of the 36 deaths through the provinces 
| was :—Leinster, 11; Munster, 5; Ulster, 15; and Connaught, 5. 


Typhus.—There were but 33 deaths from typhus registered, viz. :— 
| 10 in Leinster, 9 in Munster, 4 in Ulster, and 10 in Connaught. Seven 
of the 33 deaths occurred in Sligo’ Union, 3 in Dingle Union, and 3 in 
| Enniscorthy Union, and the remaining 20 deaths were distributed over 
18 Unions. The average number of deaths from this disease in the 
| corresponding quarter of the last five yeurs was 41. 


Whooping-cough:—The number of deaths from whooping-cough re- 
| gistered is 196, being 62 under the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the last five years, and 76 under the number for the quarter 
ended the 30th June last. The only Unions in which 5 or more deaths 
| from the disease were recorded are the following :—LBallina, 5 deaths ; 
Belfast—where during the preceding quarter there were 63 fatal cases— 
47 deaths; Dublin North, 17; Dublin South, 19; Manorhamilton, 8 
(equal to an annual rate of 1:3 per 1,600 of the population) ; Naas, 6 ; 
and Waterford, 9. The respective numbers for the four provinces are -—— 
Leinster, 68; Munster, 34; Ulster, 69; and Connaught, 25.

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_ Diphtheria. —Deaths from diphtheria, which had fallen from 100 for 
the first quarter of this year to 73 for the following three months, further 
declined last quarter to 59, or 16 under the average for the correspond- 
ing quarter of the last five years. Thirteen (or nearly one-fourth) of 
the 59 deaths occurred in the Dublin Registration Area, 7 in the City of 
Belfast, 5—equal to an annual rate of 1:8 per 1,000 of the population— 
in the City of Kilkenny, where during the June quarter the disease 
caused 7 deaths; and 4 in Londonderry Union, and the remaining 30 
were distributed over 20 Unions. The total number for the province of 
Leinster is 22 ; for Munster, 3; for Ulster, 28; and for Connaught, 5, 


Simple continued and Ill-definea Fever.— There were only 19 deaths 
returned under this heading, being 12 under the average for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the last five years:—5 occurred in the province 
of Leinster, 6 in Munster, 6 in Ulster, and 2 in Connaught. 


Enteric Fever caused 230 deaths, being 16 over the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the last five years, and 73 over the number for 
the quarter ended 30th June last. (Of the 230 deaths 96, or 40 per cent., 
occurred in Belfast Union (this mortality being equal to an annnal rate 
of 1 per 1,000 of the estimated population), and 53, or 23 per cent., in 
one or other of the two Unions of Dublin North and Dublin South. 
The highest number for any other of the 159 Unions is 4, the number 
for Cork, Lisburn, and Sligo Unions respectively. In 105 of the 
Unions no deaths from enteric fever were recorded. The total number 
for the province of Leinster is 72 ; for Munster, 21; for Ulster, 129; 
and for Connaught, 8. 


Diarrhoea,— The deaths from diarrhea amounted to 1,061, being 66 
per cent, in excess of the average for the corresponding quarter of the 
last five years. In the Dublin Registration Area there were 372 deaths 
from this cause—a number equal to an annual rate of 4°3 per 1,000 of 
the population ; in the City of Belfast 215—equivalent to an annual 
rate of 2:5 per 1,000—and in the City of Cork 80, representing an 
annual rate of 4:2 per 1,000. In some other localities, also, the 
mortality was comparatively heavy, the annual rate represented ranging 
between 1 and 2 per 1,000 in the following Unions :—Ballinrobe, 
Banbridge, Bandon, Dungarvan, Fermoy, Kilkenny, Kilmallock, Kil- 
rush, Limerick, Londonderry, Lurgan, Newtownards, and Waterford. 
The respective numbers for the four provinces are :—Leinster, 441 ; 
Munster, 227 ; Ulster, 374 ; and Connaught, 19. 


Simple Cholsra.—There are 51 deaths entered under this heading, 
including 40 from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea in the Dublin 
Registration District. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Small-pox in one district, chicken-pox in one, measles in 54 
districts, scarlatina in 12, whooping-cough in 25, diphtheria in 10, fever 
in 39 (typhus 9, simple continued one, and enteric 29), influenza in 6, 
and mumps in 2, 


inquests.—'There were 494 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 36 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 34 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 40, in Ulster 1 to 30, and in Connaught 1 to 93. 

Deaths in Public Institutions. Of the 17,635 deaths registered, 3,097, 
or 17°6 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 25:1, in Munster 20:1, in Ulster 11:8, and in Connaught 10°8. 
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The following table (Table TV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
4 diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter ended 
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URBAN DISTRICTS.

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
third quarter of the year 1899, there were 21,681 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 3,432 cases the operation was postponed, and 46 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,671 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 26,830 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th September last, was 11,275 (4,638 males and 6, 637 females), 
being 2,057 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year, but 401 
under the average number for the third quarter of the ten years 1889-98.

THE WEATHER. 


The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the third quarter of the years 1894-99, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(See Table on page 186) :— 

The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 1899 
was 30:015 inches, being ‘049 inch over the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1894-8 ; the highest reading (30°481 _

over the average for the third quarter of the five years 1894-98. The 
maximum temperature was 74:0°, and the minimum 39°9°, The 
maximum heat in sun was 128:2°, and the minimum on the grass 36:19. 

Rain fell on 50 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 
9-035 inches, being ‘058 inch over the average for the third quarter 
of the five years 1894-98.

August.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30-072 inches; the highest reading (30-393 inches) was on the Ist, at 
9 a. air calm; and the lowest (29:605 inches) on the 29th, at 
9 p.m. wind 8.W. The mean temperature of the air was 60:2°, the 
maximum registered was 77°9°, and the minimum 41:9°. The 24th was 
the warmest day, and the 10th the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 60°6°, and of the wet bulb 580°. The maximum heat in 
sun was 130:5°, and the minimum on the grass 39:1°. The total 
amount of sunshine recorded was 2520 hours, the greatest daily 
amount being 14-2 hours on the Ist. The maximum ozone was ‘9, the 
minimum ‘1, and the mean ‘5. Rain fell on 14 days. The rain-fall 
measured 2°800 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 1:390 
inches on the dth, 


September.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°876 inches; the highest reading (30°280 inches) was on the 9th 
at 9 p.M., wind W.; and the lowest (29°325 inches) on the 30th, at 
9 pm., wind N, The mean temperature of the air was 544°, the 
maximum registered was 71:0°, and the minimum 324°. The ord 
was the warmest day, and the 29th the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 53-9°, and of the wet bulb 51:3°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 123-4°, and the minimum on the grass 29:1°. The mini- 
mum on the grass was below 32° on one night. The total amount of sun- 
shine recorded was 127:2 hours, the greatest daily amount being 12:2 
hours on the 7th. The maximum ozone was 1-0, the minimum “2, and 
the mean ‘6; Rain fell on 21 days. The rain-fall measured 3115 
inches ; the greatest. amount in 24 hours was 1°150 inches on the 30th.

On the form supplied to each Registrar for the purpose of furnishing his Quarterly Return 
he is requested by the Registrar-General to make such observations as he may consider desirable 
with reference to the Sanitary arrangementsin the District, the prevalence or fatality of 
Zymotic or other diseases, and, in general, any circumstance affecting the Public Health 
which, in his opinion, deserves attention. 

Tn compliance with this request, remarks have, in many instances, been appended by the Registrars 
to their Returns, from which the following Notes have been selected. 


The Registrars alone must be considered responsible for the opinions which they express.

Districts in italics. The letter W denotes that the Union Workhouse is situated in the 


District. 





URLINGFORD ; Balleen.—There was an 
epidemic of measles in the district, which 
accounts for the paucity of the number 
vaccinated.

Longford County. 

GRANARD; Street No, 2.—I inquired of 
the Medical Officer in charge of the Dispen- 
sary District the cause of paucity in nnmber 
of vaccinations, and he attributed it to the 
recent excessive heat of the weather; but 
now that it has got cool, the cases will be 
more numerous. 


BAtroTHERY ; Malahide.—An epidemic 
of measles is prevalent ofa mild type. 


CELBRIDGE ; Lucan.—Vaccination post- 
poned in a number of cases ewing to pre- 
valence of catarrh.

EDENDERRY; Carbury. — Vaccination 
postponed owing to inclement weather ;

Scarrirr; Feakle-—-The epidemic of 
measles which was prevalent during last 
quarter and a portion of this has now left 
the district. 


Cork County. 


Banpon; Bandon, W.-—-The deaths 
from diarrhcea are due to cholera infantum, 
which was prevalent during summer 
months. 


Bantry ; Durrus and Kilcrohane. — 
District healthy, with the exception of 
heavy colds amongst the children. 


CLoNnAKILTY; Clonakilty, W.—Cholera 
nostra very prevalent during September 
both in urban and rural districts. There 
was one death from it, not yet registered, 
and the district appears to be now free from 
it. 

Cork; Carrignavar, No. 1.—Measles 
was epidemic throughout the quarter, but 
no deaths occurred therefrom. 


Cork ; Carrignavar, No. 2.—A mild epi- 
demic of measles during quarter. One case 
of cholera; district otherwise very healthy. 


Cork; Whitechurch.—Measles prevalent 
in part of district. Found it necessary to 
* close some of the schools. 





DUNMANWAY; Dunmanway, W.—One 
case of whooping-ceugh and one of 
measles during last week of quarter, both 
brought in from other districts. Some 


cases of diarrhea due to eating unripe 
fruit. 


KimMALLock ; Charleville.—The district 
at present is healthy. We have had a 
severe epidemic of measles, 


MauLow ; Buttevant.—Measles prevalent 
during the quarter. 


Matiow ; Doneraile.—District healthy 
with the exception of 4 cases of typhoid 
fever during the quarter. 


MippueEtTon ; Middleton, No. 2.—Two 
cases of English cholera occurred from eat- 
ing pig’s feet, purchased at Bartlemy Fair 
on the 19th September. Both cases termi- 
nated in recovery. 


MircHELstown; K ildorrery.— Whooping 
cough, in many cases complicated with 
bronchitis and pneumonia, was prevalent 
during past quarter; several cases of 
diarrhoea and tonsillitis were also treated. 


MITCHELSTOWN ; Mitchelstown, No.1, W. 
—A few cases of measles occurred during 
the quarter. A general epidemic of cholera 
infantum prevailed during the months of 
August and September. 


SKIBBEREEN ; Skibbereen, W.—With ex- 
ception of a few scattered cases of typhus, 
the health of the district is good and its 
sanitary condition improving. One case of 
death from typhus complicated with cere- 
bral meningitis registered in the district 
during quarter, also another in hospital. 


SKIBBEREEN ; Tullagh.—Summer diarr- 
heea has been prevalent during the last 
quarter, 


Sxuti; Skull, W.—Phthisis appears to 
be on the increase in this district; I have 
about ten cases under treatment. It ap- 
pears to arise from causes similar to those 
from which typhus fever arises—that is, 
overcrowding in small, damp, badly-venti- 
lated dwellings, and, strange to say, I rarely 
see a case of typhus fever. It also appears 
to be spread by contagion, but some cases 
are met where it cannot be accounted for by 
either contagion or bad sanitary surround- 
ings. Where it is contracted by contagion 
it is not so fatal as a good many think. 
Some strong and combined effort ought to 
be made to check the spread of this terrible 
disease. 


Kerry County. 


CAHERSIVEEN ; Darrynane.—One case of 
typhus during quarter, 


CAHERSIVEEN; Glanbehy.—The sanitary 
state of district very bad. 


DincLe; Dingle, W.—F¥or the first half 
of the quarter measles was epidemic in the 
district, but it has worn itself out. 
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Dincue ; Ventry.—Measles prevailed all 
over the district. 


KILLARNEY ; Coom.—I have not vac- 
cinated many children during the quarter, 
owing to an epidemic of measles, which lett 
the children rather debilitated. 


Kruuarngy; Killarney, No. 1, W. — 
A few cases of scarlatina. Spread of the 
disease is checked by isolation, disinfection, 
and removal to hospital. 


ListowEL ; Tarbert. — Measles 
whooping-cough prevalent during 
quarter. 

TRALEE ; Ardfert.—The water supply up 
to this is very bad and insufficient, but the 
rural councillors are about getting suitable 
pumps sunk in the district. There has been 
an epidemic of diarrhoea and vomiting in 
the district during the latter part of Sep- 
tember. 

TRALEE; Castlemaine.—Measles of a very 
severe type epidemic during the quarter. 
The sanitary state of the district cannot be 
pronounced good. 


TRALEE; TJ'ralee, No. 2.—A few cases of 
typhus occurred during quarter.

Kirmatiock ;_ Kilfinnane. — A very 
severe form of measles complicated with 
broncho-pneumonia occurred during the past 
quarter. 
KinMAuLuock ; Kilmallock, W.—No epi- 
demic, except a few cases of measles. 


LimERICcK ; Limerick, Urban. No. 3.— 
Choleraic diarrhea with vomiting, especially 
amongst young children, was rather preva- 
lent during the past six weeks or so; it has 
now almost entirely disappeared. <A mild 
form of measles exists at present and seems 
to be on the increase; otherwise the district 
is in a healthy condition. 


ListowEL; Glin.—The district has been 
perfectly free from diseases usually con- 
sidered infectious diseases, but about two 
weeks ago a medical practitioner in or near 
Tarbert reported to me that he attended in 
my district two cases of fever. He stated 
that one of them suffered from typhus and 
the other from fever. What the nature of 
the fever was in one of the cases he omitted 
to say. The man who was alleged te have 
typhus has since died in hospital. 


MircHeELstown ; Galbally—Owing to an 
epidemic of measles I had to postpone vac- 
cination this quarter. 


MircHELstown; Mitchelstown, No. 2.— 
Measles rather prevalent and a few cases of 
cholera infantum during the quarter. Dis- 
trict now healthy. 

RATHEEALE ; Askeaton. —- There were 
several cases of measles of a mild type dur- 
ing the quarter. 


RATHKEALE ; Rathteale, No. 1, W.— 
There was a widely diffused epidemic of 
measles during the quarter, but the mor- 
tality was trivial. 
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RATHKRALE ; Rathkeale, No. 2.—There 
was an epidemic of measles of a mild form 
in the early part of the quarter. 


RATHKEALE ; Shanagolden.—-Cholera in- 
fantum rather prevalent towards end of 
quarter; three deaths therefrom, ene not as 
yet registered. District otherwise healthy.

BorRIsOKANE; Sorrisokane, W.-— The 
deaths of three centenarians have been re- 
gistered during the past twelve months. 


CaLLan ; Ballingarry. — Owing to the 
prevalence of influenza and measles during 
the quarter vaccinations were postponed. 


CARRICK-ON-SuIR ; Carrick-on-Suir, W. 
—-One case of typhus fever admitted to 
hospital on the 19th September. 


CasHEL; Kilpatrick.— Vaccination was 


| postponed, as most infants in district suf- 
fered from gastro-enteritis during quarter. 


Measles also existed in a sporadic form, as 
did whooping-cough. Mothers were afraid 
tu have their children vaccinated, 


CLOGHEEN ; Caher.—Vaccinations had 
to be postponed in several cases owing to 
the prevalence of measles. 


NENAGH ; Venagh, W.—Whooping-cough 
still exists. District otherwise healthy. 


Roscrea ; Roscrea, No. 1, W. — 
Whooping-cough, measles, and infantile 
diarrhoea were prevalent during the quarter. 


THURLES ; Thurles, W.—A very severe 
outbreak of typhoid occurred in the urban 
district during the latter part of the quarter. 
Seventy cases are under treatment in the 
fever hospital. The epidemic is due to pol- 
luted water supply and specifically infected 
milk. 


TIPPERARY ; Tipperary, W.—We had a 
very general epidemic of measles during the 
quarter, which necessitated the postponing 
of vaccination. One case of scarlatina has 
been reported. 


Waterford County. 


Carrick-on-Suir ; Portlaw.—Whoop- 
ing-cough is very prevalent. 

DuNGARVAN ; Whitechurch.—A few cases 
of whooping-cough in the early part of the 
quarter. 


KitmactHomas ; Kilmacthemas, W.— 
One case of scarlatina during quarter re- 
moved to hospital and did well. House 
patient came from disinfected and bed- 
clothes burnt. 


WATERFORD ; Waterford, Urban, No. 1, 
W.—Cholera infantum was very prevalent 
during the last quarter, and many children 
died from it. Vaccination was under ave- 
rage in consequence. 


WATERFORD ; Waterford, Urban, No. 2. 
-—Scarlatina of a mild type prevalent, 
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WATERFORD ; Woodstown.—During the 
quarter measles and whooping-cough fol- 
lowed by broncho-pneumonia were pre- 
valent. 


Youenat; Ardmore.—One case of enteric 
fever and several cases of dysentery and 
English cholera during quarter. 


Yovcuat ; | Clashmore. — Whooping- 
cough has been so prevalent that vaccina- 
tion was practically suspended in one side, 
and that the larger and more populous side 
of the district. Four deaths were certified 
as caused by one or other form of tuber- 
culosis in young people of ages ranging from 
two years, fourteen and sixteen, to twenty— 
two years.

An outbreak of typhoid fever 
occurred early in August last, in the town- 
land of Islandreagh ; thirteen cases in all 
have been notified, the last on 20th Sep- 
tember. No deaths have taken place; the 
progress of the disease seems now to be 
checked. 


BattyMEnaA ; Ballymena, W.—A_ good 
many cases of summer diarrhcea occcurred 
during the hot weather. District at present 
healthy. 


BALLYMENA; Broughshane.—Measles has 
been epidemic during the quarter. 


BALLYMENA; Glenwhirry. — Two cases 
of typhoid fever occurred during the quarter ; 
they were removed to the Ballymena Infir- 
mary, where one of them died. 


BALLYMENA; Portglenone.—There were 
a few cases of measles and one case of diph- 
theria. No deaths occurred from either of 
these diseases. One death registered at 94 
years, one at 88, and two at 87 years. 


Bzuutrast; Belfast Urban, No. 8.— 
Diarrhceea was very prevalent, especially 
during August and September. 


LispurN; Glenavy.—One isolated case of 
diphtheria (fatal); removal of the other 
children and thorough disinfection of house, 
&c., prevented, I think, a spread of the dis- 
ease. There were also some localized typhoid 
and a considerable amount of summer 
diarrhea, but none fatal. 


Lispurn; Lisburn W.—There have been 
several cases of enteric fever. Measles has 
been very prevalent ; the greater number 
of cases were mild, and were not attended by 
a medical man. 


Armagh County. 
ArmaGcu; Keady.—One case of typhoid 
fever and three cases of diphtheria occurred 
during the quarter.

ArMAGH ; Markethill. — Typhoid fever 


has broken out again in Newry-street 
Markethill. i 


CASTLEBLAYNEY ; Newtuwnhamilton, No. 
1.—Measles epidemic has almost entirely 


disappeared, but delayed vaccination in 
some cases, 


LURGAN ; Lurgan, No. 1. W.—From the 
beginning of August until the middle of 
September there was an epidemic outbreak 
of bilious diarrhcea which, in a great many 
cases, assumed the gravity of English 
cholera. It attacked both children and 
adults, and was very rarely fatal, recovery 
being generally rapid. 


Newry; Forkill.— The epidemic of 
measles, which was prevalent last quarter, 
became very general throughout district 
and continued during July and August; it 
has died out. Vaccination was retarded in 
consequence of its existence. The district 
is now free from any epidemic. 


Newry; Mullaghglass.—District has 
heen visited by a widespread epidemic of 
measles and whooping: cough—neither of a 
very severe type, and both are now disap- 
pearing. 


Cavan County, 


Bawnpoy ; Swanlinbar. — About one 
dozen mild cases of measles— none fatal. 


Cavan; Ballyhaise.—Measles prevalent 
in district ; some cases of whooping-cough. 


Cavan; Belturbet. — Mumps was very 
prevalent in the early part of the quarter, 
Measles is now very prevalent. 


ENNISKILLEN; Holywell, No. 2.— 
Whooping-cough was prevalent during the 
quarter, otherwise the district is healthy. 


OuvcastLe ; Ballyjamesduff.—I wish to 
draw attention to the fact that during my 
time here (103 years) I have not seen one 
case of pulmonary phthisis in this town 
among the people, who have always resided 
here. Cases have come from America, 
Scotland, and England, and have died here; 
in fact, I have never seen a case in which 
phthisis was developed benefited in any 
way by residence here; still the fact re- 
mains that there is no phthisis among the 
residents. 


Donegal County, 


BaL.ysHAaNnon ; Ballyshannon W.— 
Whooping-cough prevalent throughout the 
district. Enteric fever in the town. 


DUNFANAGHY ; Gweedore.—Whooping- 
cough prevalent during the quarter. One 
death registered of a person aged 124 years. 


Guentizs; Dunglow, No. 2.--Five cases 
of typhoid came under the notice of 
Medical Officer, directly traceable to the 
use of water from the same well, District 
otherwise healthy.

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INISHOWEN; Clonmany.--The district is 
fairly healthy and free from all specific dis- 
eases since last return, save an epidemic of 
scarlatina, which prevailed throughout the 
district, in consequence of which all vacci- 
nations had to be postponed. 


INISHOWEN ; Malin. — Two cases of 
typhus fever—brother and sister—aged 12 
and 16 years respectively, and two cases of 
typhoid fever occurred during the quarter. 
The patients were removed to hospital, 
and the houses in which they lived were 
thoroughly disinfected. Contagion was be- 
lieved to have been brought from Scotland 
by harvesters returning home. 


INISHOWEN; Moville.—There have been 
a few cases of influeuza. I had one case of 
enteric fever imported from another district. 
There were four cases of diphtheria in be- 
ginning of quarter. 


Mittrorp ; Fanad.—A slight epidemic 
of enteric fever occurred during beginning of 
quarter, but it was of a mild type, and does 
not seem to have spread, 


Down County. 


BanBRIDGE; Ballyward.—There were 
eight cases of diphtheria and two deaths. 
Measles was epidemic during the quarter, 
followed in many cases by severe diarrhea, 
Otherwise the district is in a healthy state. 
Vaccination was not performed ia some 
cases on account of measles. 


Bansripcre; Crossgar. — Whooping- 
cough and measles prevalent. 


BANBRIDGE ; Dromore.—The district is 
fairly healthy, with the exception of a few 
cases of measles, scarlatina, and diphtheria. 
Vaccination well attended to. 


BANBRIDGE ; Loughbrickland.—Measles, 
generally ef a mild form, was very prevalent 
in the district during the first two months 
of the quarter. 


Beurast; Belfast Orban, No. 11.—A 
few cases of typhoid fever have occurred 
during the last month of the quarter. 
Diarrhcea in young children was prevalent. 


Brirast; Belfast Urban, No. 12.—Two 
cases of small-pox and two suspicious cases 
occurred during the last month of the 
quarter. 


BELFAST ; Castlereagh Rural, No, 2.—A 
number ofcases of typhoid fever occurred 
n this district during the quarter. 


Downratricxk ; Ballynahinch.—Measles’ 
which was prevalent in last quarter, has 
almost passed away, and diarrhea, which 
was very general inthe early part of this 
quarter, and from which there were two 
deaths, has also ceased. 


Downpatrick ; Downpatrick, W.—Six 
deaths were attributed to dysentery and 
one to influenza. 
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Downpatrick ; Killyleayh.—During the 
quarter there has been an epidemic of 
measles. More than 180 cases have 
occurred in the town of Killyleagh and 
neighbourhood. The schools have been 
closed and vaccination completely stopped 
in consequence. Some cases of typhoid 
fever have been reported from the Crossgar 
division of the district. 


KILkEEL ; Kilkeel, No. 2, W.—Scarlatina 
has been prevalent, but thanks to the ener- 
getic action of guardians and sub-sanitary 
officer, has been stamped out. Vaccination, 
by order of guardians, has been postponed 
until further notice. 


LisBuRN; Drumbeg.—Measles has been 
prevalent, but no deaths have occurred. 


LurGAN; Moira.—There have been 
some cases of typhoid in the district, but 
almost entirely imported. The scarlatina 
reported last quarter was nicely isolated, 
and did not spread. 


Lurcan; Waringstown.— Seven cases of 
scarlet fever have been reported to me lately 
from the townland of Ballymacanallen. 
The necessary precautions have been taken 
to prevent the spreading of the disease. 
There has been no death. 


Newry; Donaghmore. — Measles has 
been common, but no deaths therefrom. 


NEWTOWNARDS ; Greyabbey.—A number 
of sporadic cases of influenza throughout the 
district. One death registered as due to it. . 
Whooping-cough epidemic in Ballyhalbert 
Division and part of Kirkcubbin Division. 
Two deaths registered, one at 90 years of 
age, and the other 97 years. 


Newtownarps; Newtownards, W.— 
Measles and whooping-cough are present in 
the town. I advised the sanitary authority 
to put into force its power under sections 
144 and 146 of Public Health Act. One 
ease of death from typhoid fever was regis- 
tered during the quarter. Diarrhea has 
been very prevalent. I have attended 70 
cases during the past three months. 


Fermanagh County. 


BALLYSHANNON ; Belleck. — Vaceination 
postponed on account of prevalence of 
whooping-cough. 


Ciones, Rosslea.—The death of a male 
aged 106 years was registered. 


ENNISKILLEN; Holywell, No. 1.—The dis- 
trict is healthy, except for a form of infec- 
tious sore throat from which the people re- 
siding in the village of Belcoo suffer. 


LisnaskEA; Maguiresbridge. — Of 13 


deaths registered, 7 were over 60 years old, 


and of these 7 two attained the ages of 90 
and 101 respectively. 
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Londonderry County. 


COLERAINE; Portstewart—There has 
been an outbreak of measles and chicken- 
pox in the district, hut almost all cases have 
recovered by now—the others are on the 
way to recovery at present, 


Limavaby ; Dunyiven.—Vaccination de- 
layed owing to inclemency of the weather. 


LonpDonvERRY ; Londonderry Urban, No. 
1—Measles and summer diarrhea very 
prevalent during past quarter. 


MAGHERAFELT ; Moneymore.—-Two iso- 
lated cases of typhoid fever occurred in 
July, which had no connection with each 
other. They were removed to Hospital, 
where one died. No other cases occurred. 


Monaghan County. 


CARRICKMACROSS; Donaghmoyne. — 
Typhoid fever appeared in three different 
localities in distriet, but only in one locality 
did it affect more than one person. The 
origin of the disease in this instance is sup- 
posed to have been the water supply. Origin 
cannot be traced in other two cases. Three 
deaths registered from this cause, and a 
fourth reported. 


CASTLEBLAYNEY ; Bailybay.— A number 
of people sufferedfrom very severe diarrhcea 
of choleraic character. One case ended 
fatally on the second day. Vaccination was 
wellattended during the quarter. 


CASTLERLAYNEY; Castleblayney, W.— 
Two persens who returned to this district 
from their place of business in Belfast, on 
16th inst., complained of illness, which was 
immediately diagnosed as typhoid fever. 
One went to hospital that evening, the other 
on the following day. A case of diphtheria 
causedby defective drainage, occurred in a 
populous portion of the town. Prompt iso- 
lation and scrupulous disinfection were re- 
sorted to, and the state of the sewers was 
reported to the Sanitary Authority. Another 
case in the country was imported from an 
adjoining district. Beth patients are con- 
valescent, and the disease has not spread. 


MonaGHAN; Glaslough—Two cases of 
diphtheria appeared in the district. I had 
them immediately removed to hospital, and 
the usual steps taken to prevent any further 
spread of the disease. No more cases have 
occurred, 


MonaGuan; Kilmorex—One case of 
scarlatina inthe district in August. 


Tyrone County, 


STRABANE; Newtownstewart.— Influenza 
has made its appearance within the last few 
days, 








IV. PROVINCE OF CONNAUGHT! 
Galway County. 


CLIFDEN ; Roundstone, No. 1.— Some 
cases of pertussis (whooping-cough) ap. 
peared during the last month of quarte 
but they were confined to one particular 
part of the district, 


GLENNAMADDY ; Williamstown. -- There 
is a gradual improvement taking place in the 
sanitary arrangements, 


Loveurea ; Bullaun.—Ten deaths re- 
gistered during the quarter of persons aged 
respectively 69, 70, 70, 71, 75, 77, 85, 88, 
92, and 93 years. 


Loveurea ; Loughrea, W.—The sanitary 
arrangements of Loughrea are very bad, yet 
the health of the town is fairly good. Only 
one case of enteric fever and two cases of 
typhus which have not proved fatal. 


Loveurea; Woodford. — Vaccination, 
which was much neglected during the harvest 
time, has been, during the past three weeks, 
very well attended to by parents, 


Leitrim County. 


Bawnesoyr; Ballinamore.—Measles was 
very prevalent during the quarter. 


MANORHAMILTON ; Drumahaire. — With 
the exception of village, the district is in 
good sanitary condition and has been, until 
recently, free from zymotic diseases. Three 
cases of typhoid of a mild character occurred 
in last month of quarter; two, at least, con- 
tracted the disease at the seaside—the source 
of infection in third case is doubtful. The 
disease, however, has not spread, and patients 
are now convalescent. Vaccinations are 
backward owing to the stormy weather. 


MANORHAMILTON ; Manerhamilton, W. 
—W hooping-cough has been very prevalent 
in one part of the district. Three children 
ef one family died of the disease. 


Mayo County. 


BatuinaA ; Ballina, W.—There are still a 
large number of cases of whooping-cough. 


BALLINROBE; Cappaghduf.—There were 
a few cases of English cholera; it has dis- 
appeared from the district. No deaths. 
Sanitary arrangements fair. 


CASTLEBAR; Castlebar, No. 1, W.— 
Vaccination is very backward; there are a 
great many defaulters. In nearly all the 
cases of successful vaccination registered 
during the last quarter the children in the 
greater number of cases were over 12 
months and in a good many instances 2, 3, 
4, and 6 years. 

KriuataA; Ballycastle.— The sanitary 
state of the district is fair. There were 
several cases of mumps in children and 
tonsillitis in adults. 
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Roscommon County. 

ATHLONE; Kilioom.—The district has 
been exceptionally healthy during the past 
quarter, almost all the deaths registered 
being of old persons, amongst whom was 
a man who was upwards of 99 years 
old, and who had enjoyed robust health until 
a short time before death. 


Boye ; Ballyfarnan No. 1—No. vaccina- 
tions in this district during quarter, but now 
that the cool weather has set in, the next 
quarter will bea good time for vaccination. 


CASTLEREAGH ; Castleplunket. — Diph- 
theria occurred in two houses in the district ; 
3 fatal cases, 


STROKESTOWN; Roosky.—Sanitary state 
of the district good. Two cases of tuber- 
culosis and one of influenza. Vaccination 
faiily well attended to. Of the deaths re- 
gistered one was at 80 and one at 88 years, 


STROKESTOWN ; Strokestown,W.——There 
was one case registered during the quarter 
of an old woman aged 114 years. 


Sligo County. 


Boy.8; Ballyfarnan, No. 2,—Now that 
the cold weather has set in the children can 
be, and are being, vaccinated in this district 
in pretty fair numbers. 


Stico; Ballymote. — Vaccination de- 
faulters coming in fairly well. 


Siico; Carney, No. 1.--No vaccination 
during past three months owing to outbreak 
of enteric fever, caused by people infected 
sending on their milk to local creamery, as 
stated by medical officer of health of dis- 
trict. 
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General Register Office, Charlemont House, 
Dublin, 21st February, 1900. 


During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered 
in the 829 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,664 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 21:8 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population—-and 19,314 deaths, representing an annual rate of 17:1 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 6,011 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 661 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in the 
population. The estimated population in the middle of the year was 
4,551,051.* 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 28°5 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 18°8 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°5 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-98, and 0:3 
over the rate for the fourth quarter of 1898. The deaths exceed 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1898 by 959; the 
death-rate is 0°9 over the rate for that quarter, and 0°3 over the average 
for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1889-98. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1898, the

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,090) registered in Ireland during the third quarter 
of 1899 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being equal to the rate for the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1898, and 0-2 over the average rate for the third quarter of the ten 
years 1889-98, Of the total number of marriages 3,246 were registered 
under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,844 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual 
rate of 3°8 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and 
the latter affording a rate of 6-6 per 1,000 of the members of all other 
religious persuasions. Compared with the averages for the corresponding 
period of the preceding ten years, the rate under the former heading 
shows an increase of 0-2, and that under the latter an increase of pe 
is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater 
portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages are 
celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the 
number in the first quarter is generally less than that for any of the 
other quarters of the year.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
December last was 24,664—12,739 boys and 11,925 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 45:9, or 21°8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1889-98 was 24,602, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 21:3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 

_ The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 21:2 per 1,000 of the population, according to the Census of 
1891 ; Munster, 19-4; Ulster, 22:9; and Connaught, 18-6.

Aages.—Of the 19,314 deaths registered last quarter, 2,697, or 14:6 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 7,618, or 39°4 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 109°3 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 13-9 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 14:6 per cent.; in Ulster, 14:5 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
10-9 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 34°1 per cent.; in 
Munster to 41:1 per cent.; in Ulster to 40-0 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 51:0 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Taking the country as a whole, the general mortality last quarter was 
slightly in excess of the average for the corresponding quarter of the 
ten years 1889-98 ; still it cannot be regarded as high, 17:1 being the 
annual rate per 1,000 living represented by the deaths recorded. The 
deaths from the principal zymotic diseases}, also, taken collectively, 
were above the average for the December quarter. In both cases the 
increase is accounted for by the occurrence of a severe epidemic of 


measles in Dublin, as an increase in the mortality from diarrhea was — 
counterbalanced by a decrease in the deaths from some other zymotic — 


diseases, notably whooping-cough and scarlatina. Small-pox appeared 


in a few Northern districts, but only one death from it was registered ;

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measles was prevalent in a large number of districts, but, except in a 
few localities, it was of a mild type; and although influenza was rife in 
many places, it does not appear from the Registrars’ Notes that the 
deaths from that disease were very numerous. 

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered is 1,553, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-4 per 
1,000 living, being 0-4 under the rate for the preceding three months, 
but 0°3 over that for the fourth quarter of 1898, and also 0-3 over the 
average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1889-98. 

Smatl_pox.—-One death from small-pox was registered in Larne 
District, Larne Union or Superintendent Registrar’s District. It was 
the only case of the disease in that district, but there were a few cases 
in Belfast Union and one in Ballymoney. The death here referred to 
is the only one from small-pox recorded in Ireland since the third 
quarter of the year 1897, from which date up to last quarter no cases 
of the disease were reported by the Registrars, except one in the first and 
2 in the third quarter of last year. 

Wleasies.— There were 595 deaths from measles registered during last 
quarter, and of these, 457—equal to an annual rate of 5:2 per 1,000 of 
the population—occurred in the Dublin Registration Area, where, 
during the preceding three months, the disease caused 189 deaths. 
Of the 138 deaths from measles outside the Dublin Area, 28 occurred 
in other parts of Leinster, bringing the total for that province up to 
485; 44 in Munster (including 13 in Cork Union and 6 in Tralee 
Union) ; 64 in Ulster, of which 11 were in Belfast Union, 7 in Lisburn 
Union, and 12 in Lurgan Union ; and 2 in Connaught. The average 
number of deaths from measles in the corresponding quarter of the five 
years 1894-8 was 91, being less than one sixth of the number for last 
quarter. 

Scarlatina.—I1n 26 only of the 159 Unions were there any deaths 
from scarlatina registered last quarter.. The total number of such deaths 
is 70, being 34 over the very low number for the preceding quarter, but 
less than one-half of the average (152) for the fourth quarter of the five 
years 1894-8. Of the 70 deaths, 23 were in Leinster, 25 in Munster, 
19 in Ulster, and 5 in Connaught. Eleven of the 23 deaths in Leinster 
occurred in the South Dublin Union, and 5 in Rathdown Union ; of the 
23 in Munster, 14—equivalent to an annual rate of 2-1 per 1,000 of the 
population—were in Waterford Urban District ; and the 19 in Ulster 
include 6 in Belfast. 

©yphus.—The only deaths from typhus registered were 8 in Tralee 
Union, 4 in Listowel Union, and 19 distributed over 17 of the other 
Unions throughout the country, the respective numbers of deaths for 
the four provinces being Leinster, 5 ; Munster, 19 ; Ulster, 2 ; and 
Connaught, 5. Of the 8 deaths in Tralee Union, 5—equal to an annual 
rate of 2:1 per 1,000 of the population—were in 'l'ralee Urban Dis- 
trict. 

Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
fallen from 272 for the second quarter of lust year to 196 for the 
following three months, further declined last quarter to 139, which 
number is 121, or 47 per cent., below the average for the fourth quarter 
of the five years 1894-8. One-fourth of the deaths from this cause 
occurred in Belfast Union, where there were 36 fatal cases. The only 
other Unions where the number of deaths from whooping-cough reached 
5 are :—-Cookstown, with 5 deaths ; Downpatrick, 8 deaths (7 of which— 
equal to an annual rate of 3:3 per 1,000 of the population—were in

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Killyleagh District) ; Dublin North, 7 ; Dublin South, 9 ; Newtownards, 
6 ; and Youghal, 5. The total number for the province of Leinster is 32 ; 
for Munster, 21 ; for Ulster, 74; and for Connaught, 12, 


Diphtheria. — There were 104 deaths from diphtheria, being 9 over the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 1894-8, but 4 
under the number for the fourth quarter of 1898. Five deaths from 
this cause were registered in Ballymena Union, 17 in Belfast Union, 15 
in Dublin North Union, 12 in Dublin South, and 5 in Kilkenny ; so that 
the fatal cases in these five Unions formed 52 per cent. of the total 
number for Ireland. The respective numbers for the provinces are :— 
Leinster, 43 ; Munster, 12; Ulster, 44 ; and Connaught, 5. 


Simple continued and Xll-defined Fever.— here were but 21 deaths 
returned under this heading, viz. :—3 in Connaught, and 6 in each of the 
other provinces. The average number for the corresponding quarter of 
the five vears 1894-8 was 30. 


Enteric Fever.—Slightly heavier than in the preceding quarter, and 
also a little inexcess of theaverage forthe fourth quarter of the five years 
1894-8, the mortality from enteric fever last quarter was considerably less 
than in the corresponding periods in the years 1897 and1898. Thenumber 
of deaths was 247, being 17 overthenumber for the preceding three months, 
and 13 above the average for the fourth quarter of the five years 1894-8, 
but 66 under the number for the last quarter of 1897, and 45 under the 
number for the corresponding quarter of 1898. The fatal cases in 
Belfast Union form about one-third, and those in the two Unions of 
Dublin North and Dublin South nearly one-fourth of the total, there having 
been 80 deaths—equal to an annual rate of 0:9 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population—in Belfast Union, and 57 —equivalent to an annual 
rate of 0:7 per 1,000—in one or other of the two Dublin Unions. In 
five only of the other Unions were there 5 or more deaths from enteric 
fever, viz.:—Antrim, with 7 deaths ; Banbridge, 6 ; Lurgan, 5 ; Newry, 
5; and Thurles, 5 ; and in 106 of the 159 Unions in the country no 
deaths from this disease were registered. The respective numbers 
for the four provinces are : Leinster, 80; Munster, 26; Ulster, 128 
and Connaught, 13. 





Diarrhoea.—Lhe deaths from diarrhea amounted to 341, against an 
average of 286 for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five years. 
Their distribution was as follows :—129 in Leinster, 105 in Munster, 90 
in Ulster, and 17, only, in Connaught. Of the 129 deaths in Leinster, 
79 occurred in the Dublin Registration Area. 


Simple Cholera.—Four deaths—2 in Leinster, and 2 in Munster— 
were ascribed to this cause. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Small-pox in 4 districts, measles in 61, scarlatina in 28, 
whooping-cough in 28, diphtheria in 15, fever in 38 (typhus 5, simple 
continued 2, and enteric 31), influenza in 73, and mumps in 4, 

Tnquests.—There were 616 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 31 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 30 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 39, in Ulster 1 to 25, and in Connaught 1 to 75. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 19,314 deaths registered, 3,450, 
or 17-9 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 24:6, in Munster 20-6, in Ulster 12:1, and in Connaught 10:8.

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VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
fourth quarter of the year 1899, there were 21,968 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 3,530 cases the operation was postponed, 28 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination, and the deaths of 1,611 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered making a 
total of 27,137 children with regard to whom particulars as to vacci- 
nation were ascertained. . 


EMIGRATION. 

According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Treland during the quarter 
ended 31st December last, was 6,011 (2,611 males and 3,400 females), being 
849 more than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1898, and 156 
over the average number for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1889-98.

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PRICES AND PAUPERISM. 


The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 54d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’ Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the fourth quarter 
of the year 1898 also, the average price was 55d., and in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1889 it was 6d. 

‘The average price of oatmeal (1st quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 14s. per cwt., being 3d. over the average for the correspond- 
ing quarter of the year 1898. In the fourth quarter of 1889 the average 
price was 13s. 11d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 2s. 3d. to 2s. lid. In the fourth quarter of 1898 
the average prices were ls. 11d. to 2s. 5d., which were also the prices 
for the corresponding quarter of 1889. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 49s. to 57s. 6d. per ewt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1898 the average prices were from 43s, 6d. to 51s. and in the 
fourth quarter of 1889 they were from 45s. to 59s. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 19s. to 21s. per ton. 

The highest price of 22 per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £1045, and the lowest £983. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of 
Ireland, was raised on the 3rd October from 4 per cent, at which it 
stood since the 19th January, 1899, to 5 per cent., and on the 30th 
November to 6 per cent. 

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the fourth quarter of 1899 was 43,176, or 1,005 
under the average for the corresponding period in 1898.

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The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 56,283, being 1,709 over the average for the fourth 
quarter of 1898.

THE WEATHER. 


The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phenix Park, 
Dublin, during the fourth quarter of the years 1894-99, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(See Table on page 274) :—- 

The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of 1899 
was 29-975 inches, being -093 inch over the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1894-8 ; the highest reading (30-716

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inches) was on the 17th November, at 9 a.m., air calm ; and the lowest 
(28-400 inches) on the 29th December, at 9 a.m., wind N.E. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 45:5", or 0-7° 
over the average for the fourth quarter of the tive years 1894-98. The 
maximum temperature was 66:0°, and the minimum 20°4°. The 
maximum heat in sun was 113°1°, and the minimum on the grass 15°6°. 

Rain or snow fell on 55 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 7:290 inches, being 1352 inches under the average for the 
fourth quarter of the five years 1894-98. The greatest monthly rain- 
fall was in December, when 3°690 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 22 days from S.W., on 17 days from W., on 13 
days from 8.E., on 5 days from S., on 3 days each from EH. and N.W., 
on 2 days from N.E, and on 1 day from N., and the air was calm 
on 26 days at 9 A.M. 


October.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30-042 inches; the highest reading (30°399 inches) was on the 21st, 
at 9 P.M., air calm; and the lowest (29:352 inches) on the Ist, at 
9 a.M., wind E. The mean temperature of the air was 48-1", the 
maximum registered was 66:0°, and the minimum 264°, The 19th 
was the warmest day, and the 6th the coldest night. The mean 
of the dry bulb was 47°3°, and of the wet bulb 45:4°, The maximum 
heat in sun was 113-19, and the minimum on the grass 220°. The 
minimum on the grass was below 32° on 14 nights. The total amount 
of sunshine recorded was 149-0 hours, the greatest daily amount being 
9-6 hours on the 5th. The maximum ozone was °8, the minimum ‘1, 
and the mean 4. Rain or snow fellon 12 days. The rainfall measured 
1-730 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was °410 inch on the 16th. 


November.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30-052 inches; the highest reading (30°716 inches) was on the 17th, 
at 9 A.M, air calm; and the lowest (28'891 inches) on the 3rd, at 
9 a.m., wind S.8.W. The mean temperature of the air was 48°8°, the 
maximum registered was 63°7°, and the minimum 31:0°. The 4th was 
the warmest day, and the 18th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 491°, and of the wet bulb 46°5°. The maximum heat in 
sun was 101:7°, and the minimum on the grass 25°2°. The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 4 nights. ‘I'he total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 75:8 hours, the greatest daily amount being 7'9 hours 
on the 5th. The maximum ozone was ‘9, the minimum ‘1, and the 
mean ‘5. Rain or snow fell on 17 days. The rain-fall measured 1:870 
inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘470 inch on the 3rd. 


December.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-832 inches; the highest reading (30-497 inches) was on the 2nd 
at 9 p.m., air calm; and the lowest (28-400 inches) on the 29th, at 
9 a.M., wind N.E. The mean temperature of the air was 39°7°, the 
maximum registered was 60:2°, and the minimum 20:4°. The 6th 
was the warmest day, and the 18th the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 39:2°, and of the wet bulb 37°8°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 91:0°, and the minimum on the grass 15°6°, The mini- 
mum on the grass was below 32° on 17 nights. The total amount of sun- 
shine recorded was 43-5 hours, the greatest daily amount being 6°5 
hours on the 12th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum ‘l, and 
the mean 6. Rain or snow fell on 26 days. The rain-fall measured 3°690 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 1:740 inches on the 2&th.

ListowEL; Glin.—An outbreak of 
typhus tever in district during the quarter 
The disease was confined to four houses and 
attacked twenty-one persons, of whom three 
died. Everything was done to prevent the 
disease from spreading, and as I write there 
is not a case of this very infectious disease 
in district. 


MircHELstown ; Galbally.—Measles and 
sone isolated cases of scarlatina have broken 
out: one case of enteric fever, which was 
fatal. Bronchial troubles amongst the 
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young children very prevalent, owing to 
which I had to postpone vaccination.

Influenza very general and severe. 


RaATHEEALE ; Askeaton. — There wero 
three cases of typhoid fever in children 
during the quarter. I could not trace the 
origin of the disease. The district was 
entirely free from all other contagious 
diseases. 


TIPPERARY; Grean.—During the past 
month a mild form of influenza was pre- 
valent in district.

—Scarlatina made its appearancein Novem- 
ber, and since about seven or eight cases 
have occurred. Influenza appeared last 
week ; otherwise the district isin a very 
healthy condition. 


CasHEL; Killenaule.— Some cases of 
catarrh amongst young children, which 
was very fatal, and some cases of croup, from 
which one child died.

* TuurLes ; Templemore.—Owing to the 
spread of influenza in this district a great 
number of vaccination cases had to be 
postponed. 

TuouRLES; Thurles, W.—Several cases 
of typhoid fever occurred in urban district 
during the early part of quarter. Influenza 
rather prevalent during the past fortnight. 


TIPPERARY ; Cappagh—.Influenza pre- 
valent. 


TIPPERARY ; Tipperary, W.—Two deaths 
from enteric fever at military barracks, and 
two in workhouse hospital. The latter cases 
were sent from Bansha dispensary district. 
Influenza very prevalent. Rate very high 
for last month from influenza and its 
sequelz. 


Carrick-on-Suir ; Rathgormuck. — 
Numerous cases of pertussis (whooping- 
cough) have come under my notice during 
the quarter, but uncomplicated, with the 
exception of one or two cases, which have 
developed broncho-pneumonia, but no deaths 
have occurred from this malady, 
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Waterford County. 


Duncarvan ; Dungarvan, W.—Pertussis 
(whooping-cough) is epidemic at present. 
Dunearvan; Seskinane. — District 


healthy, with the exception of one case of 
erysipelas. 


LisMorE ; Tallow.— Whooping - cough 
has been prevalent during the month of 
December. 


WATERFORD; Waterford, No. 1, W.— 
scarlatina has been very prevalent during 
the quarter, and influenza of a severe type 
has become almost universal towards end of 
quarter. 


WATERFORD; Woodstown. — Cases of 
scarlatina have occurred during quarter. 


YoveuaL; Ardmore.—Whooping-cough 
very prevalent. 


YoucHat; Clashmore. — Whooping- 
cough has been prevalent throughout the

second, very successful. No spread of the 
disease ; everything done to prevent it. 


Antrim; Doagh.—There have been a few 
sporadic cases of typhoid over the district, 
in very few of which the direct cause could 
be ascertained. Influenza of a very severe 
type continues very general. There were 
five cases of scarlatina in Ballyclare—they 
were strictly isolated, and there have been 
no fresh cases for over a month. 


Antrim; Randalstown.—Measles has 
been very prevalent during the quarter in 
some parts of the district. Influenza in 
those grown-up, and epidemic catarrh in

BALLYMENA; Galgorm.—An epidemic of 
measles, with one death from it. One male

BALtyMONEY; Dervock.—In October 
there was one case (not fatal) of smallpox, 
but no other cases occurred during the re- 
mainder of the quarter. 


Brxrast ; Belfast, No. 9.—Deaths from 
zymotic diseases have beenremarkably few. 
Scarlet fever has been prevalent, of very 
mild type ; no fatal case. 


Larne; Ballycarry.—A few scattered 
cases of scarlatina and typhoid fever, No 
deaths therefrom. 


LARNE; Carrickfergus. — Whooping- 
cough prevalent during the quarter. 

Larne ; Larne, W.—No cases of small- 
pox, but the one. The source of infection 
could not be traced.

— Measles was 
prevalent during the beginning of the 
quarter, but of axery mild kind Influenza 
has been epidemic during the last two weeks 
of the quarter.

ArmaGu ; Rick Hill.—Measles and mumps 
have been very prevalent during the quarter, 
and some adults have suffered severely from 
mumps.

BanBripes; Ballyward.—Epidemic of 
measles has nearly died out. 


BANBRIDGE; Cros:gar.—Influenza pre- 
valent throughout the district, but no 
deaths reported. 


BANBRIDGE; Dromore. — Outbreak of 
influenza and measles. Vaccination on 
account of measles and influenza is not so 
well attended to by parents as is desirable. 


BANBRIDGE; Loughbrickland. — There 
has been a severe epidemic of measles 
during the last two months about Lough- 
brickland, with twe deaths, one not yet 
registered. Many of the patients suffered 
from diarrhea. The epidemic is now

Lurean; Waringstown. — During the 
quarter there have been five cases of scarlet 
fever in the Tullylish division of district, 
and five cases in the village of Warings- 
town. 


Newry; Donaghmcre.—One death regis- 
tered 95 years. 


Newry; Rathfryland. — Two deaths 
from diphtheria, botk probably from 
drinking contaminated water. 


NEWTOWNARDS; Greyabbey.— Influenza 
prevalent throughout district. A few cases 
met with in which peeling and eruption
